State is
behind the latter’s,  On'this same ratio Mnssn-
chusetts should report three times that nuim-
bor murdered in a gingle year, or over ulgl-.l. |
thousand of her poor, peaceful, and in_dust;'mus
oitizens, New York should report nine times,
or - twenty-five thonsand persons murdered! |
What horror would freeae every soul at such
an announcement! Well might the people,
thus driven as slesp to the slanghter, pray
for bimdage ts a protection sgainst such merei-
Jess massaore,

Think, too, of the harmless conduct of these
glaughtered ones. It is another Massacre of
the Innocents, They open not their mouths.
Thoy give no provocation. They were taken
thither by their masters, who now turn upon
them and butcher them, They are faithful;
aflectionnte, Jabhorions, attentive to all the im-
pecious demunds of the dominant and tyranniz-
ing race, dofng all in their power to ward off
the terrible fate thiat hangs over them.

Think, too, of the Herods who order or allow
this massaore ! These white men  and women
gurpass tho ancient murderer in hate and
oruelty, e ordered but one execution, and
that of bubes, and for a day. Thege rage in
devilish malice against babe and mother, |
especially against the fathers and husbands and
brothers by whom their scanty pittance of food
is sooured.  They pursue thom not in a single
city and for a single day, but from town to |
town, from plantation to plantation, day aund
might, year alter year.

Vho can tell the agonies that have rent
those victims’ hearts; the orles and tears that |
have gone up to God from these His hleeding
and dying children? Who can imagine the
ghuddering with whioh they lie down at night
or go out at day ¥ Every bush is & murderer,
Every eve bums coldly and hellishly upon
them. REvery step they take is into destrue-
tion. Twenty-seven hundred bodies reft of
life by open assassination in a single State, in
the circuit of this year of grace—the year
which many believed and yet believe to bo |
prophesied by Daniel and John as the dawn of
the millenninm! Twenty-seven hundred souls |
gent to ery to God against the famous healing |
of America's sore, the infamons treachery of
Amerioa's rulers! Well may General SBheridan
declare that he profers a residence in hell to
one in Texns; for hell has no such slaughter of
holy and harmless men and women to add to
its cruelty and curse. Implous as are its
fiends, they are, at least, powerless against the
innocent.

Instantly should Congressa proceed to im-

“The Drift of Congress—The Impoach-
ment Party Gatning Ground.,

The heavy vote—113 against 48—by which
the bill of Mr, Eliot for the reconstruction of
Louisiana has passed the Hoanse of Representa-
tives, is very significant; for it means nothing
Jese than this—that all the State Governments
got up by President Jokinson without authority
from Congress are to be pulled down, and
that overy State concerndd 18 to be recon-
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This Louisinnn bill provides that the Presi-
dent, th the advice and consmt of
the ﬁtn{ 1l appoint for one yonr a Gov-
crnor for the State, a mun of thoroughly loyal
antecodonts and charsctor, whose skirts are
entitely frow of any Robel afilintiong, and that
fn the same way and undor the sama condi-
lh‘“.“‘ a Provisional Counell of nine membiors
ahall forthwith be appointed for the temporary
government of the State, including the ap-
pointment of subordinate officers, eto., all of
whom are to be subject to the iron-clad onth;
it on the first Tuesday in Jung next, under
said provigional governiment, thote shall be an
sloction for a regnlar Governor, Ligutenant-
Governor, and Logislatore ; that male citizony
of all colors, above the age of twenty-ono,
thoroughly loyal, and free from any taint of
the Rebellion, shall have the right to vote, and
sigone otherd;" that in Ootober next a conven-
tion of loyal men shall bo eleoted to form a
new State constitution ; that the State, monn-
time, shall be placed ander the additional pro
tection of a military commander, with sufii-
clent foree to maintain order, and that all the
procecdings of this provisional and regulay
State Government and convention shall be sub-
jeet to the approval of Congress from the first
to the lagt step required for the restoration of
snid Btate to full fellowship in the Union.
This bill, therefore, so far as l.nuinialw. is con-
cerned, utterly overthirows and sapersodey the
State establishment set up and recogniged by
President Jolhimson, and miy thas be consldered
as putting to Kim the alternative of an abso-
lute surrender of his policy or the hazavds of
those ulterfor measures—impeachment and ro-
moval—suggested by Mr. Banks.

Having disposed of this bill, the House yos-
terday resumed the consideration of, and
passed, by the equally decisive vote of 100 to
85, the bill of My, Stevens, from the Recon-
struction Commiltes, providing temporarily
for the division of the ten excloded Rebel
States Into five military districts, and the
revival of martial law therein, ensh district to
be under a military commander, and all to
be subject to the general supervision
and control of Geneornl Grant, The ob-
jects contemplated are—the maintenance of
law and  order, the protection of the loyal
Southern whites and emancipnted blacks in
the States concerned, until new civil govern-
ments even he established by Congress. In
support of this mensure My, Allison, of Town,
sald that the House had repudiated (in the
Louisiana bill) the pretended State Govern-
ments =et up in the South by the President;
that if Congress did not now place thie control
of those States in the hands of loyal men, it
would be dersliot to its duties and untrue to
fts ]llr"l;_{l'ri; thit he did not believe the Presi-
dent would vield one hair's breadth of his
position.. His plan was to place Rebils in the
control of those States. Nor were military
governments a new thing to them,  They had
been under amartial law from the volinpae of
the Rebellion to the 1st of dugast, 1866, and
from that day to this it las buen a swl period
for the Union people of the South, Such was
the general drift of this disenssion on the Re-
publican =ide, their so-called ponServatives, as
the dobate progressod, gradnally giving way.

The Louisiana bill, then, will be the test:

The complete abandonment of his policy and
his snrrender to and co-operation with the policy
of Congress, or his impeachment and removal
from office, 15 the alternative now presented to
Mr. Johnson, The vote upon this Lounisiana
bill extinguishes the half-way measures sug-

| gested by Messrs, Banks, Bingluun, and Ray-

mond. Nor s there any other course left to
Congress in declaring and assnming its consti-
tutional rights and powers but Lo maintain
tliem to the last extremity, The duty and the
policy of Congress upon this guestion of joris-
diction are s eloar as its rights, It was not
the “poundage and tonnage' that arrayed the
Loxg Parliament against Chiarles the First, but
it was the great question of execntive usurpa-
tions of the exclusive powers of Parlinment,
Upon that issue the maintensnee of onr Con-
stitution and its delegnted powers depend—
tpon the surrender, resignation, or removal of
our present Excantive; and upon this issue
hangs for some time longer the cohesion or
the speedy disintegration of the party now in
puwer.

In his conversation with Mr, Jennings, Presi-
dent Johnsgon stuted the poiuts at issue  be-
tween Congress and himsell not only with
great lucidity of expression, butl with singular
freedom from heat or passion. We doult
whether even the Zbuns will attempt to
deny either that the Congressional majority
with which the President has had to contend
represents & real minority of the inhabitants
of the United States, or that Messrs, Suamner
aud Stevens have practically flung aside the
Constitution as their chart in the direction of
the national policy. The Zwibune and its
radical friends may think it to be God's will
that a minority should coerce a majority by
the mse of machinery intended for very dif-
forent purposes, and that the present inspira
tion of Stevens and Sumner should supplant
the established seripture of the Constitution.
But “foreign nations and the Mturs age' will,
perhaps, be less emphatic on these peints.

It i8 to be regretted, too, that the resnls
aimed at—the reorganization of clvil govorn-
ment on A loyal foundation—Iis, under Mr.
Eliot's plan, remote. By postponing the
Lolding ef the Btate Convention until Ostober,
the final judgment of Congress upon the olaim
of the State to representation is put off untii
the summer of isus Two years, in effeot,
will bee consumed in maturing the process of
reconstruction, and during that long interval
the Btate will be in condition of political chnos.
The opposition allege that the (lll;:i‘('i.‘t iz toex.
clude the State from participation in the next
Presidential election. Be the objout what it
may, this will undonbtedly be the consequence
of the measure adopted by the House,

And, after all; the plan is experimental, It
lnys down nothing like o genoral system under
which the reconstruetion of the entire South
might proceed simultanconsly,  Upon one
point, indecd, it aflirms a principle which, once
begun, must be applied to every Southern
State. We rofer to its repudiation and over-
throw of existing Btate organizations, to the
undoing, in fact, of all that thoe: President has
done, und all fhat has been done under or in
consequence of his action, The position of
Louisiana is not exoeptional, And after legis-
lating its Government and Constitution out of
existence, the same rule must be extonded to
all otherfexcluded States. This part of the
programme may be a necossity,  Assuredly,
however, the existing condition of affairs in
the Sounth adwmitted of some general plan,
beginning at the beginning, as Mr. Eliot pro-
poses, but embracing the whole of the ex-
cluded States within its provisions. We might
then have had early and complete reconstruc-
tion, instead of an isolated exporiment and an
indefinite deluy,

We submit that the position of the recon-
struction guestion, as shown by Mr. Eliot's bill,
is not ereditahle to the sagacity of the Repub-
licun majority in Congress. A grander oppor-
tunity for the excrcise of statesmanship this
generation will never know. Yet at the ex-
piration of the second session after the war, wo
are but at the threshold of reconstruction, with
i polioy that is confessedly experimental. At
this rate of progress, the time required by
Union politicians for the adjustment of the re-
lations between the national Government and
the States lately in rebellion, will be nearly
equal to the time occupied by the Union armiss
in conguering the Rebels.  Our statesmen are
evidently not guite up to the mark of our
soldiers.
